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CARTOONOGRAPHY 


As far back as I can remember I've been interested in art. especially the art of cartooning. In the early fifties, 
when I was five or six. mv Father and I would have contests to see who could draw "Dagwood better. Our 
dueling pencils almost convinced me to switch to photography. But as my school days slid by I got a little better 
at drawing and by the eighth grade had made up m\ mind to be either an artist or a meat cutter High school 
art classes had me flailing valiantly away with brush and pen with little notice until my Junior year when m\ art 
teacher said to me. as I w'as living a small, homemade kite from the third-floor art room window of ( entral 
High. "Plesko. if you weren’t such a clown, you might be a good artist." From that high point my art career 
went steadily down hill. 

1 inconspicuouslv entered college in 1966 and learned at once to maintain a very low profile. This tactic 
proved to be invaluable because I was never missed when important things, like sleeping, prompted me to cut 
class. 

1 met my wife. Susie, in 1967 while I was working as a drummer in a Rock and Roll band (that’s another 
story ) and we were married a year later. 

We soon moved from Northern Wisconsin to West Palm Beach. Florida, where I got my first shot at real 
cartooning. It was on a weekly newspaper called “The Reporter" where along with paste-up work, swamping, 
and delivering (I don't do windows). I got to draw the editorial cartoon. This job led absolutely no where and 
within a year we were back in Wisconsin with plans to go west. On January 15. 1 70 we left for L.A. It was 
degrees below zero. 

In California we got back into college and eventually earned our Master’s Degrees. I then thought about 
teaching ... for almost 30.seconds but promptly came to mv senses and decided to go to New York and peddle 
cartoons instead. Our success in New York was limited, so we again headed west where I worked for I year as 
cartoon editor of a major magazine and. incidentally, met Dennis Ellefson (who makes all this possible) 

I've always considered myself a cartoonist (contrary to th.e opinion of mans editors), but have, through the 
years, labored as a deck hand, designed ads. polished spokes on C’ragar mags, bussed tables, worked the docks 
and played drums to keep pen and ink not to mention, body and soul together. 

hBut now, Susie and I spend our summers in Wisconsin, and in October hook up our custom van to our travel 
trailer and head for warmer climes to write, cartoon and clown around.
